Concerning the 
Purchase of 


School Lands and the Hod- 


skin's Property. 


SUBMITTED

At It's Meeting Monday Evening. De- 


scription of the Church Street Lots. De- 


sirability of Purchase. Williams 


Property to be Condemned. The 


Hodskln's Place. 


The following report was submitted to 
the city council Monday evening. 


Mr. President and Members of the City 


Council, 


GENTLEMEN :— Your 
committee 
to 


whom was referred the messages of his 
lonor, the Mayor, 
numbered respec- 


tively 17,18, and 19, concerning the pur- 
chase of lands for school purposes and 
also the purchase of the Hodskins prop, 
erty adjacent to the city hall, having 
carefully considered the same, respect- 
"iilly report :— 


As to the matter contained in message 


number 39, in referance to the purchase 
of the lands on Church street, between 
ands of the normal school and lands of 
the Church street school, your committee 
are unanimously of the opinion that it 
would be for the best interest of the city 
to make such purchase. 
And that the 


council may be placed in possession of the 
facts upon which the committee have 
come to this conclusion, they have con- 
sidered it due to the council that this re- 
sort should be accompanied with a brief 
statement of the facts which seem to 
them important to bo considered by the 
council. 


The property ineluded.in the proposed 


purchase is situated on the west side of 


Ihurch street and includes all the lands 
between the South Church street school 
property and the normal school consist- 
ing of tea lots numbered 24,25,26,27,28, 
46, 47,48, 49 and 50, on the map of Frank 
Blackinton, containing some two and one- 
half acres of laud. It is beautifully lo- 
cated, has a dry gravelly soil insuring per- 
fect drainage, is outside of all property 
that can be used for business purposes, it 
is In one of the best resident portions of 
the city and, on a street easily accessible 
by way of the street railway, will have all 
the advantages that will come from the 
beautiful buildings and grounds of the 
normal school and any future additions to 
them and above all it is really the only 
property left that the city can obtain for 
school porposes sure to be needed in the 
near future. There is not an exception 
that can be taken to its location, its sur- 
roundings or its fitness for the purposes 
required. This enumeration does not ex- 
haust all that can be said in its favor. The 
street between this property and the 
Church street school will be closed and 
the city gain so much additional land 
without cost, thus leaving the property in 
one compact body. 


The city is growing faster than at any 


time in its history and we can safely ex 
pect that within the next three years, if 
not before, an additional population of 
not less than three thousand people. This 
growth will necessarily require additional 
school accommodations. There is already 
needed, and the school committe has 
asked for, an addition to the Church 
street school of a substantial duplication 
of the present building according to the 
plans originally drawn. 
This addition 


will practically use all the lands now 
owned by the city. The grounds on the 
west approach closely to the present 
building and the only place for a play 
ground and for exercises will be in the 
highway and the front yard. Such use 
will make the grounds very unsightly 
even with the best care, and will effectu- 
ally destroy that best of education for the 
young, the refinement of manner and 
love for the beautiful that comes from 
association with the harmony of the 
architect and the landscape artist ex- 
pressed in chaste and beautiful form. 


The sources of education are many and 


are not all contained in books. We all 
know how lasting are the impressions of 
youth and how insensibily surrsnndings 
influence and determine character, and 
your committee believes that there is no 
better or more lasting educator for the 
young than beautiful school buildings 
surrounded by neat and well 
kept 


grounds. 


There is already need of a site for a high 


school building. The present building is 
not well fitted for such purpose and is 
already approaching the limit of its 
capacity for accommodating the scholars 
entitled to high school education. The 
rapid growth of our city and the exten- 
sion of our street railway system will 
bring in a large number of scholars who 
are now practically debarred from its 
advantages en account of distance, and 
provision must be made for them. It can 
readily be seen that a building adapted 
and devoted entirely to the use of a high 
school will be of great benefit to our 
school system and give us better educa- 
tional results. 
If such a building be" 


located near the normal school grounds, 
with their ornate and beautiful buildings, 
which we may confidently expect to be 
largely increased in the near future, the 
stimulous of such near association could 
not but be of great benefit to the high 
school. The present high school rooms 
will be needed soon for grammar school 
purposes. 


In addition to the above reasons, 


"every city of 20,009 inhabitants shall 
maintain as part of its high school sys- 
tem, the teaching of manual training, 
the course to be pursued in said instruc- 
tion to be subject to the approval of the 
state board of education." 


The above considerations, among many 


others that could be mentioned and that 
will suggest themselves to the council, 
lead your committee to the conclusion 
that a failure to acquire this property 
now would result not only in serious loss 
to the city, but it would be one that 
would be irreparable and that future city 
authorities would have good cause to 
hold us responsible for such neglect of a 
plain duty. 


The cost of the property as calculated 


to May 1,1896, is $26,267.45. This amount 
does not include the cost of lot 25, which 
is four by six rods in size. 
This lot is 


owned by Mr. Williams, who has built a 
house on it, and it is the only lot on which 
there is any building. 


Your committee offered to him $8,500 


for it, but the only price he would fix was 
f 10,000. The price offered him was in the 
opinion of your committee a fair and in- 
deed a generous price. If the council 
should decide to purchase the other'lots 
mentioned in this report your committee 


recommends that the city take the prop- 
erty of Mr. Williams by condemnation 
proceedings under the statutes whenever 
it is necessary to do so. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that Mr. Williams may Bee his best 
interests ID the matter in a clearer light 
and'so avoid the action of the city under 
the statute. 


In the matter of the purchase of Hods- 


tins property, the reasons for this are SD 
many and so apparent to every one that 
the committee contents itself with the 
recommendation that the city purchase 
the property, not only as a protection to 
its present property but for the accommo- 
dation of various departments of the city.

THE COUNCIL ACTS. 


New School Buildings Provided (or Bray- 


tonvllle and Veazle Street School. 


The special meeting of the city council 


Tuesday evening to consider school mat- 
ters was called to order at 6.45 o'clock 
instead of 7.30, the usual hour, the charter 
providing that at least |.wenty-four hours 
must elapse after an adjournment before 
another meeting can be held. 


The first business was to hear a commu- 


nication from the mayor, who recom- 
mended that the council appropriate 
545.0DO for the purchase of land and the 
erection of a school building at Brayton- 
ville, and |45,000 for the purchase of land 
and the erection of a school building on 
the Johnson lot, the money to be ex- 
pended by the school committee. 


Councilman Cutting introduced an order 


that such sums be appropriated and that 
the buildings be erected according to 
plans approved by the school committee. 


Qeorge Hopkins, chairman of the school 


committee, was invited to make a state- 
ment and did so. He said the committee 
had intended to ask for $100,000 for the 
two schools and had made their .plans 
accordingly, but now found that the 
appropriation was to be reduced to $90,000. 
lie said the cost of the land for the John- 
son lot school—two acres—with the cost 
of the building, which would be $33,500, 
the furniture, f2,500, and the pay of the 
architect and the grading of the ground 
would bring the total up to fSO.OOO. It was 
estimated that the old Veazie street school 
house and site were worth f 6,000. 


The land and building at Braytonville 


are to cost the same, although seven acres 
of land will be had there, as an athletic 
field for all the schools in the city. The 
old Braytonville school house and site are 
estimated to be worth fl,500. 


Each building is to have eight rooms 


and a hall. The rooms will accommodate 
400 pupils and the hall will seat 500 per- 
sons or more. 


Superintendent Hall told of school 


buildings in other places and their cost 
and he thought the building here would 
' be cheap in comparison with those of 
which he spoke. They will be finished in 
hard wood, have slate blackboards and 
will be thoroughly constructed and 
equipped in all respects. 


The appropriations were unanimously 


carried by a yea and nay vote. 


STILL IN DOUBT. 


The Cunninghams of Adams not Yet Sat- 


isfied. 


The body of the late J. F. Cunningham 


who was killed at Beach City, O., May 8 
and which was sent on to this city by a 
(mistake of supposed identity still re- 
mains unclaimed. Some of the family of 
William Cunningham of Adams who 
ordered the body sent on believing it/ to 
be their brother, called at H. G. Brown's 
studio on Main stree| Tuesday afteinoon 
to see the photographs which had been 
taken of the body at the cemetery. 


After seeing the photographs they 


thought there was a resemblance of their 
brother to the dead man and wanted to 
have the body exhumed that they might 
satisfy themselves beyond doubt. As Mr. 
Brown has not yet heard from Canada 
where a letter was sent Monday to a 
family of which it was thought possible 
the dead man might have been one it was 
considered advisable to wait a few days. 
If an unlavorable reply is received to the 
letter from Canada the Adams people 
will probably be allowed to examine the 
body.

the Turkish authorities and from lists 
of persons furnished by Turkish offi- 
cials, she emphatically denies that any 
members or officials of the Turkish 
government < h we ever tried in any 
vrivy to direct or cantrol her distribu- 
tions. She ad'ls: "Sir Philip Currie 
has rlono and is doing splendid work in 
facilitating tho labors and distribu- 
tions of the heroic missionaries; the 
Anglo-Amoricnn operations, through 
consuls and missionaries, and in a gen- 
eral way our own efforts. But our 
greatest successes are due to the untir- 
ing efforts and sound judgment of our 
legation ofticc-s, through whom we 
are working, and also for th« reason 
that both palace and porte have con- 
fidence in the • inglenessof our purpose 
and the integrity of our persounal. A* 
the Turkish government is thoroughly 
convinced that there is no political 
significance attached to our visit; that 
vie have no sei tarian interests to serve 
and certainly no radical prejudices, 
there have bc?n uo requests which 
they have not favorably acted upon. 
Our every desire has received respect- 
ful attention, careful consideration 
and cordial concession. 


Kindly Intrrett of the Government. 
"The latest evidence of kindly inter- 


est in our vorU, shown at both palace 
and porte, has iust been brought to us 
by Mr. Uarignlo, first dramogan of 
our legation, and is as follows: 'If our 
men find that the people are in need 
of seed for planting, they are to apply 
to the governor of the place for it. If 
he cannot furnish it they on: to tele- 
graph us, and upon oxir request the 
porte will at once issue the necessary 
orders for the seed. In going from 
place to place, if our men find people 
who are anxious to plant their fields 
but are afraid to leave their homes for 
that purpose, they are to inform us of 
such by telegraph, and upon our re- 
quest ample protection will be ordered 
by the porte. "

Immigration Bills U the Home—Nothing 


Important la th* Senate. 


Washington, May SO.—The house ia 


again to-day considering' the several 
bills reported from .the committee on 
immigration looking to the Impoeing 
of additional restrictions upon foreign- 
ers desiring to settle in this country, 
bnt it is not probable, from present In- 
dications, that any of them will b* 
passed.

The message 
of the president vetoing the bill to 
pension Caroline D. Mowatt was laid 
before the house and referred to the 
committee on invalid pensions. 
In 


his veto message the president said: 
"If she is to be again pensioned be- 
cause, her second husband does not sur- 
vive her, the transaction has more the 
complexion of an adjustment of a gov- 
ernmental insurance on the life of the 
second husband than the allowance of 
a pension on just and 
reasonable 


grounds." There is nothing of gen- 
eral importance before the senate to- 
day. 
Only two general appropriation 


bills remain to be acted upon—the 
fortification and the deficiency bills— 
and one of these may be taken up late 
this afternoon. 


VETOED BY GOV. GRIGGS. 


Sixty-nine BUls^Passed bv the Last Legis- 


lature Killed. 


Trenton, May 20. — Gov. Griggs has 


fil«d in the state library sixty-nine 
bills which were passed by the last 
legislature. 
This action is of the same 


effect as a veto and the bills are dead. 
Among them are: Committing the 
state to an appropriation oi 8270,000 
for an armory at Newark: providing 
for the establishment of a colony for 
epileptics; prohibiting the sale or gift 
of cigarettes to minors; providing for 
an asylum for the blind at Englishtown;

The congressman has sent her the fol- 
lowing telegram: "I regret to inform 
you that President Cleveland has ve- 
toed the bill giving you a pension.

a Christian spirit, and with a desire to 
create within him a spark of patriot- 
ism, I wish for the remainder of his 
life he might receive such treatment 
and rations as our soldiers had at 
Anderson ville. "

Great Destruction In the Adlrondacki— 


Upwards of Thirty Fires Raffing and 


Many Costly Cottages and Sum- 


mer Hotel* in Danger. 


Sandwich, Mass., May 20.—The ter- 


rible forest fire which devastated such 
a large amount of property in and 
around Sandwich only a month ago, 
was at the time considered the worst 
ever heard of on the cape, but the Tre- 
mont conflagration which started at 
Kelly's saw mill Monday afternoon has 
surpassed even that terrific fire in the 
amount of damage done to property. 
Starting at the above point, it was 
driven by a northwest wind at a terrific 
rate in the direction af Parker's mills 
and then toward White Island pond 
and Half Way pond, the most valua- 
ble cranberry land in the world at 
present. It has covered an area of 
land more than twenty miles long and 
from three to six miles in width, and 
totally destroyed an immense amount 
of valuable woodland. The loss cannot 
be estimated with any degree of accu- 
racy to-day, as the men sent into the 
cranberry district to flood the bogs 
have not yet returned and it is feared 
that they have had hard work to es- 
cape the fury of the flames with their 
lives. The big trees and thick under- 
brush have had no rain to moisten 
them for months and have burned like 
kindling. No reports have yet been 
received of any lives lost. A number 
of dwellings have been destroyed. The 
loss to cranberry bogs alone may reach 
hundreds of thousands of dollars and 
this would mean w ant to nv'.ny homes 
which are wholly dependent oil the 
cranberry business for.support. The 
thunder storm which came up last 
evening about ended the disastrous 
conflagration. 


Lancaster's Fire Out. 


Clinton, Mass., May 20.—The exten- 


sive forest fire which commenced Mon- 
day morning and ritged in the vicinity 
of Spectacle po^id is now about out. 
The Lancaster fire department got it 
under control after it had destroyed 
the houses, barns, hennery, etc., on 
the Samuel Rugg place. Between 
2,000 and 3,000 acres of woodland was ' 
burned over, including a large amount 
of valuable sprout land.

j ber of the board of bishops by the 


Methodist Episcopal general confer- 
ence, was born in Athens, O., Oct. 11, 
1836. 
His alma mater is the Ohio Wes- 


leyan university. In 1880 he joined the 
Ohio conference. At the breaking out 
of the war he was made chaplain of 
the 122d Ohio volunteer infantry and 
went with his regiment to Virginia. 
At the battle of Winchester, iri June, 
1863, while caring for the wounded, he 
was taken prisoner and sent to Libby 
prison. Before the war closed he was 
asked for by the Christian commission, 
and made the tour of the great 
cities of the republic pleading for 
that great cause. In 1965 he VKLS sta- 
tioned at Portsmouth, O. In 1808 the 
board of church extension called him 
into their service. For sixteen years 
he gave his time and strength to this 
work, and during that time nearly 
6,000 houses of worship were aided into 
existence by the board. In 1884 the 
general conference elected him mission- 
ary secretary, in which position he did 
did most effective work. In 1888 he 
was elected senior secretary of the 
missionary society. Rev. Dr. Earl 
Cranston, who was also elected a bishop, 
is also a native of Athens, O., and a 
classical graduate of the Ohio Wesleyan 
university. He had an honorable ser- 
vice in the union army and for twenty- 
one years labored in the itinerant 
ministry, six years of which period 
he gave to frontier work in the Rocky 
mountains before his election to the 
agency of the Cincinnati Methodist 
publishing house. 


NOT ON THE VERGE OF BANKRUPTS 


Debts of the Home and Foreign Boards* 


Fanned over to the million-Dollar. 


Fund Committee—Banks Wil- 


ling To Advance Loans. 


New York, May 20.—Detail state- 


ments of the financial affairs of the 
Presbyterian boards of homo and for- 
eign missions have just been given out 
by the treasurers of the two institu- 
tions. These statements come prop- 
erly before the general assembly whish 
meets at Saratoga to-morrow, but 
their publication is made to-day be- 
cause of the widespread interest cre- 
ated by the efforts of the Memorial 
Fund committee to raise a million dol- 
lars to lift the back indebtedness of 
the boards. Last yetr the foreign 
board reported a debt of 8174.770.54, 
•while the debt of the home board was 
more than twice that sum, viz: $364,- 
850.03. Added to this were debts of 
other boards, making a total deficit in 
the treasuries of the church boards of 
charities of 8600,000. Dr. Robert, in 
speaking of the home board's debt, 
stated that the contributions to the 
treasury had fallen off so materially 
as to cripple the board in its work of 
the year. Ho declared that it was im- 
possible to borrow another cent to 
meet the wants of the board. The idea 
created by this statement in the pub- 
lic mind was that the two great charity 
boards of the Presbyterian boa rcls were 
practically bankrupt. This id i was 
strengthened by the criticisms of tho 
action of the boards in erecting an 
office building at Fifth avenue and 
Twentieth street, upon which a great 
mortgage was placed and a great 
charge incurred for interest and taxes 
paid and rentals lost. 


Brighter View of the Case. 


The statement 
given out to-day 


brightens this view of the case consid. 
erably. At the end of the year the 
treasurers of the boards wrote off 
their deficits, passed their debts over 
to the million-dollar-fund committee, 
and started the year 1896 with clean 
accounts. 
The estimated expenses of 


the new year were greatly reduced and 
the boards and secretaries started in to 
meet the conditions with hope and 
spirit. They moved into the new build- 
ing, which was completed last year, 
and made urgent calls 
upon the 


churches for help. At the same time 
the million-dollar-eommittee made a 
great 
effort to gather in enough 


money to clear off the burden of 
back debts which rested upon the 
resources 
and 
property 
of 
the 


boards. A big meeting at Carnegie 
hall, at which President Cleveland 
presided, was arranged, and similar 
efforts in other cities were made. The 
result is that little more than one-third 
($350,000), of the sum set before the 
million-dollar-fund committee has been 
raised. Of this sum $92,357.58 was 
passed to credit of the foreign board's 
deficit, leaving the sum to be carried 
as back debt by that board $76,770.46. 
The home board having a larger debt 
received a large portion of the million- 
dollar fund, or $199,750.10. Other con- 
tributions reduced this back debt to 
the sum of $169,509.51. These two 
sums of back debt will be reduced by 
further payments of $25,000 and $50,- 
000 in round numbers respectively, 
but that will come in next year's ac- 
counts. They stand to-day as stated: 
back debt for the two board s about a 
quarter of a million dollars. 


Foreign Board's Surplus. 


The foreign board's receipts for the 


year ending April 30, 1896, reach the 
sram of 8885,391.76, a gain of 819,682.41 
over last year's receipts for the same 
period. The reduced expenditures of 
the year enabled the treasurer of the 
board to close his books with a surplus 
of 830,535.32, which, subtracted from 
the back debt, reduces that sum be- 
low 850,000 nominally and 825,000 ac- 
tually. In this connection Treasurer 
Bullis states "that there never has 
been a time when the pay of a mission- 
ary, charges 'for transportation or 
other debts of the board has been de- 
layed five minutes by the officers 
Nor 


has there bean a time in the history of 
the board when it was not possible for 
the treasury to avail itself of credit 
with the New York banks to the ex- 
tent-of an extra $100,000 if that sum 
was required. Our bills at the end of 
the earth ai'e received and cashed as 
readily as those of the best Wall street 
bankers." 


New Debt Tor the Home Hoard. 


The statement of the home board 


shows expenditures for the year end- 
ing March 31, 189G, S85fi,985.93, a sum 
much less' than usual with this board 
under the present regime. This sum 
has been met by receipts of but S729,- 
433 02 for the current yerr, making a 
new debt for this board of $129,352.91. 
This added to the old debt makes a 
charge of $299,OC2.42 nominal debt less 
the amount oE 850,000 still due from 
the memorial fun 1.

Weather Bureau's Weekly Bulletin for 


Eastern States.

bureau as to the condition of crops 
in eastern states, just issued, is as 
follows: New England—Grass seriously 
damaged by drought, crops grow slow- 
ly; forest fires frequent and severe 
New York—Drought serious, especially 
to grass; spring grains generally grow- 
ing nicely. New Jersey—In middle 
and northern counties drought; in re- 
maining counties copious showers has 
greatly improved all growing crops. 
Pennsylvania—Timely showers in some 
sections, but more badly needed; crops | 
at a standstill.
